Or, better, 
would youn please make an extra set that I can hold? From time to time reporters 
come here. If I have them and can show them, there 1 b always the possibility 
some publication may get interested end I might be able to put you in touch with 
a deal of some kind, where you could negotiate a possible use. Also, you sre 
protected against loss or damage if you have a set in a different place. 

There are many things we have not discussed because we have never been 
together. I was in Dallas in November, very briefly, but I then expected to see 
you in New Orleans, V/hen you were at Downtown Lincoln-Mercury , was there a Jack 
Lawrence there? Y/hat, if anything, do you remember about him? Or a Starr? 

I am, of course, disappointed about what happened- and didn*t happen- 
in N ew Orleans. However, an important, historic record nonetheless was made 
there, ^his time your wife 1 9 important knowledge was maflfc a matter of record. 

I think that is important, ou ere now both part of the history of our c ountry. -j 
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*y best to you both. Look forward to hearing from you.
